15. Should the championship final be a draw at full time 
then there will be a 5 minute break followed by extra time 
of 2 x 10 minutes. If the result is still a draw after 
extra time then penalty kicks (as per FIFA regulations) 
shall be taken to determine the winner. 


16. %In the event of teams being equal on points at the 
end of the preliminary rounds then goal difference will 
decide the order of finish. If goal difference is the 
same, then the team with most wins will be placed higher 
in the championship table. Should the number of wins be 
equal then the team which has scored the most goals will 
be placed higher. If goals scored are equal, they will be 
Joint placegetters. 


17. If for any reason a State reports that it cannot 
field a team on a certain day during the tournament, then 
the opposing team shall be awarded 2 goals and 2 points. 


18. Neutral referees shall be used wherever possible. 
All State Associations will be invited to nominate a 
referee. 


19. Trophies and medals for winners and runners-up are to 
be supplied by the AWSA. Perpetual trophies remain the 
property of the AWSA. No individual trophies (ie. Best 
and Fairest / Leading Goal Scorer} shall be awarded. The 
maximum number of trophies / medals provided shall be 22 
per State, 


20. Players shirt numbers are to remain constant 
throughout the tournament. Any alterations to the printed 
program must be notified to the organisers prior to the 
first game. 


21. After receiving 3 yellow cards during the tournament, 
a player must be automatically suspended for one game. 


22. Any player given a red card shall be automatically 


‘suspended for 1 match. Should the Chair of the Judiciary 


Committee decide that the offence may warrant a longer 
suspension then the matter may be dealt with by the 
Judiciary Committee. 

23. Any suspension imposed under Rules 21 and 22 shall be 


for championship games only and can be carried forward if 
necessary to the next championship.
